and her husband saed Mrs. Webster 
and her husbaud becatise the latter 
woman had spoken slnnderous words of 
the f' rmor. Mr. W^b.ster demurred, 
saying he hud done no wrong, aud didn't 
care to be brought into court because 
his wife was all 'ged to have used her 
tongue too freely, and the Supreme 
Court has sustained the demurrer. The 
deoisioD which involveB the rights of 
marrii'<l nion as well ns the wrongs of 
married women, ia long aud iut^rebtiug. 
Jt'idgo Foster who drew it discusses the 
changes wliioh have taken pinto in the 
leg:»l relations of lius])iiid niid wife, and 
the respi nsibiiity therehom aritiiug. 

Under the Eiiglish oommon law the 
wifo couM neitlier sue nor be sued apart 
from lier husband. The old doctrino 
was that "man and wife are the same 
flesh." Herein an old writer said /"The 
common law sliaketh hands with the 
diviuitie," an illustration says Jiiilge 
Foster, "of the habit of presenting 
every established fact which \i\ too bod 
to admit of any other defense as au in- 
junction of religion." 80, under the 
common law, the married woman's con- 
tracts were void, her legal pers(ninlity 
being extinguished. Petruchio declared: 

" I will 1m' master of what is lairie (iwii : 
.Shf \h my j,' M)d<, my ( liutti 1>; she is niy hoOSB, 
My Imiis hold siiitt, my lit-ld, lay liarii, 
My liiii>o, lay ox, my ass, aiy i.Dytliing.'* 

As Judge Foster states it, the women 
being thus utterly within her husband's 
control, his chattel, hii " ox," he becwAie 
personally and .solely answerable for her 
torts, as for the ti'eapasses of his other 
domestic cattle ; and, of course, the law 
could pursue no other consistent system 
than that whio!i declared all her con- 
tracts absolutely void. Such was the 
social au*i legul atatcis of ^ married 
woman centuries ago ; and the change 
of her coaditiOM b, fere the law seems to 
be mue!i less 111 England than in New 
Hampshire. The iulluence of Chris- 
tianity aud a more widely diUnsed and 
higher system of moral and religious 
education have gradually ameliorated 
women's social condition and elevated her 
to a state of dignity and importance she 
possesses to day. Like all the changes 
of a'lTanoing civilization, tbia dtaoge 
has been very gradual, but it ha^ been a 
steady march from slavery to freedom. 
Herbert Spencer says that in the United 
States Women have reached a higher 
status in the social structure than any- 
where else, and Ju<lge Foster adds that 
it is equally true that in many of tiie 
States, certainly in New Hampshire 
more than auvwhere else, have the legal 
distinctions between the sexes been 
swept away. He continues : 

" Thus, by ])ro:^res8 iti the same direc- 
tion, by changes religious, social, cus- 
tomary, legislative and judicial, the rule 
of the common law has been abolished 
and obliterated ; and is no longer possi- 
ble to say that in New Hampshire a 
married woman is a household slave or 
clmttlo, or that in New Hampshire the 
conjugal unity is represented solely by 
the husband. By custom and by statute 
the wife is now joint master of the 
household and not a slave or a servant. 
The rule now is tiiat her legal existence 
is not suspended. 80 practically has 
the ancient unity become dissevered and 
dissolved that ^the ife may uot only 
have her sepanite property.* contracts, 
credits, debits, wages, and causes of 
separate action growing out of a viola- 
tion of her personal rightp, but she may 
enter into legtl mtniet with her hue- 
band ^Bftim^.lK V, u^il .mMmI 
him.'

no reason re^iains for holding him Hable 
for li.T wrong doing any more tlian for 
making hor responsible for his. So when 
the Court came to pass upon the case 
before it, tlio question being w hy Mr, 
Webster, on innocent man, slioiild be 
held responsible for the torts of Mrs. 
Webster, the Court wm obliged to say 
that, having done no wroncj neitht r he 
nor his projjerty could be holden for any 
act of his wife, and "that the husband 
of these female parties are btrangers, in 
law, to the i>rooeeding, and that the 
demurrer shuuld be sustained." In 
New Hampshire then, if nowhere else, 
the li^jn-pecked husbntid eaii sit iiuietly 
and watch the triumphal progress of the 
female-snfl'rage movement, and all the 
other movements. If he does lose a lit- 
tle something, he also gains. His wifo 
is not his "slave," as she might be if he 
lived in some more conservative State, 
but if she lets her tongue run at its 
highest rate of vibration against her 
neighbor she cannot be sued. Happy 
Mr. Webster. Unfortunate Mrs. Hann.

Washixton, May, 31— Whatever may be 
tlie outcome of tlie prenent investigation 
at the Treasury reiianlinj^ the spurious 
jpsues of Government bonds, it is now 
known tliat other jilate^ that those from 
which the bonds found om l>oyle were 
printed are in the hamls of the dangerous 
gang of counterfeiters and forgers who for 
years past have defied justice. 

Different plates luive fiorn time to time 
been surrendered to the Treasury as a 
condition of immunity when the holdera 
(^r their confederates were arrested or in- 
dicted. There were considered n^ore val- 
uable than the iminisonment or punish- 
uient of the criminals. But it seems the 
stock has not been exhaustetJ. The con- 
doninj? of these felonies has operated as a 
stimulant to new crimes, and naa extend- 
ed the business of the class engaged in 
them. The officials of the Treasury, in 
dreading to make an exposure of facts that 
couM not ahvay?; Ite coiu'ealcd. liave j:iven 
indirect encouragement to the very crime 
they sought to prevent. The escape of 
plates from which false issues of bonds 
and of othergovernment paper were made 
from the Bureau of Engraving and Print- 
ing, makes it certain that there nmst have 
been olhision between somo of the per- 
sons employed in the bureau aud the pro- 
ressional counterfeiters.
